He had only to show his face to be
gurronnded by the best and handsomest
people in the plaoe; the front seats at the oon-
certs were always his; strests were named
after him, and, to orown all, & tailor's sign-
board in the principal thoroulp‘,hl'am bears, or
bore, the name of “Cailler, Talllenr de Mon-
gleur G Roasini."

My first introduction to the great composer
was 88 a very yonpg man in Paris. Both there
and st Milan [ saw him often, and was always
trested by him with the greatest kindness and
gonsideration.

During my three weooks at Trouville, wa
gpent moat of our time together. We pro-
menaded for hours on the terraoce by the sea,
only occasionally sus nding our walk for a

ame at dominoes. Bat even that serious
occupation hardly interrupted our conversa-
tion: and Rossinl wounld continue through it
all inexhaustible in his stories and insatiable
in his questions. Our ohief topic was masio,
potwithstanding, or perhaps becanse, owing
to the waut of & good pilano, I was able Lo
play to him but seldomm.

Though sixty-three years of age, his featnres
were still almost unchauged. It wounld be
difficult to find & more intelligent face, & more
delicately cut nose, a more expressive
month, more speaking eyes, or & nobler
forehead. There was a sonthern vivacity abont
his conntenance which was immensely effec-
tive both in fun and in earnest; and inimita-
ble in irony, anger, or drollery. Iis voice
was no lecs pleasant than flexible, and counld
be infinitely eweet when he chose. Iis nature
waé the most sociable one can imagine, and he
never tired of chatting and talking, or—often
more difficnlt atill—of listening. He had that
equanimity characteristio of the nations of
the sounth—for old or young, great or small,
always the right word aud always the
game demeanor tc all. In short, he had
one of those happy dispositions in which
everything is native aud spontauneous—
nothing foreed. As his musio, 80 was he, His
memory was prodigious, and his knowledge
of music and musicians—not only of Italy, but
ol other conntries—far greater thsu most of
my countrymen will give him credit for; while
his jndgment alwaye seemed to me psrfectly
olear, sensible, and unbiaszed, and ever ready
to be convineed Ly argument.

“Thoge terrible loewspaper peopls!” eried
Rossini, one day, “‘one of them says thatl
hate railways almost as much as I do Garman
music. What do you think of that? Besides
really loving the great German composers, I
studied them, as a lad, of my own aocord, and
never lost au opportunity of knowing them
better and bLetter.
